And ~-the better to 
jaitify that Proceeding, the 
then Lord Chancellor Fitton 
did offer fome fpecious Pre- 
tences for doing the fame : 
And amongtft feveral Excep- 
tions taken againft the faid 
Charter, did declare, That 
the Tenure of the Hospirar 
and Lands thereto belonging, 
&%c, to be held for ever in 
Frank-Almoigne, by the Go-

' jefty Charles the Se- 
cond, wie under the happy Go- 
vernments of feveral Lord Lieute-

ing without Action produced in a- 
bout Twenty Years many old Sol- 
diers, who having honeftly ferved 
the King from the time of their 
Youth, and being arrived to old . 
Age, which rendered them unca- 
pable of further Service in the Ar- 
my, they cou’d not properly be 
continued any longer in the fame ; 
and they by their conftant Service 
therein, having neglected all other 
Ways of procuring a Livelihood 
by Arts or Trades, muft of neceffi- 
ty ftarve, if difmift. This Confi- 
deration’ was the ground of all 
thofe Provifions made by the Ro- 
mans for difabled Soldiers; and al- 
tho’ in thofe Times they did not 
erect Buildings for their Co-habit- 
ing together, when disbanded for 
Age or Infirmnefs, yet the Care that 
was taken by the Generals and Em~ 
é;, .perors, was equivalent in the Sti-

{towed on them, their Wives and 
Children, as might be inftanced in 
feveral particulars from Hiftory. 


But our modern Princes, having 
the Experience of former Times 
in View, endeavour ftill to out-do 
the paft; and this entering into the 
Thoughts of Lewis XIV. ot F France, 
produced that ftupendous Pile, by 
him nam’d the Invalids, Hate ed 
in the Fauxbourg of St. Germain’s, 
near Paris, of whofe Splendor, 
Grandeur and Decorum, the pub- 
lick printed Defcription {peaks at 
large. And ’tis not to be doubted, 
but from the Excellency of that 
Defign, firft {prung the Notion of 
building the like in this Kingdom, 
which was happily entertained at 
firft by the Right Honourable 4r- 
thur Earl of Granard, Marthal-Ge- 
neral of the Army in Ireland, in or 
about the Year 1675, who com- 
municated the fame unto the Earl 
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of Effex, then Lord Lieutenant of 
Ireland, who was pleafed to direct 
that feveral Places fhou’d be view-— 
ed, that might be fit to erect fuch 
a convenient Building, but more 
particularly to view the ground 
where now it ftands. But he be- 
ing foon called from the Govern- 
‘ment of Ire/and, there was nothing 
farther faid thereof, until the Ar- 
rival of his Grace ‘fames Duke of 
ORMONDE, inthe Year 1677, 
‘whofe Endeavours always tended 
to the good of this Kingdom: He 
- foon fell upon the Thoughts of an 
HospiTaL, which he found abfo- 
lutely neceflary to be built, that 
the Army might be cleared of all 
‘fach Soldiers as then were, or here- 
after might be, not capable to ferve 
longer therein, that thereby his 
Majefty might have an effective 
Army fit to ferve him when Occa- 
fion required.

his late Majefty Charles the Second, 
the great Advantages that would 
attend his Service, by purfuing that 
Defign ; which fo much prevailed.
